ISTANBU! 

Because of the difficult economic con- 
ditions in Isracl. more than 1,300 of the 
34.000 Turkish Jews who nave emigrated 
to the Jewish State in the past (wo years 
are planning to return to Turkey shortly 
it is reported here They have already 
apphed for exit permits. 

This will be the first large group of 
Turkish Jews to return. Nearly 1,000 
Turkish Jews have previously been 
repatriated. although some of these sub- 
sequently returned to Israel because of 
the difficulty of beginning life anew here. 


[RAQL JEWS DEPRIVED 
OF CITIZENSHIP

U.J.A. TARGET 


$151,500,000 to be 
Raised

ATLANTIiC.CITY 

The United Jewish Appeal’s target 
for 1952 is to be $151,.500,000, it was 
decided at the annual conference of 
the UJ.A., held here last week-end. 
The organisation requires $175,400,000 
in the coming year, but about 
$24,000,000 will be collected’ in 
Canada, South Africa. South America. 


and other countries. 


Most of next year's funds will go to 
Israel: $147,825,000 is required for trans- 
porting immigrants to Israel, helping in 
their absorption, and for expanding 
Israel's agricukture;: the American Joint 
L>siribution Committee needs $23.507,000 
and the United Service for New Ameri-~ 
cans $4,068,200. 

Last year s U.J.A. tarect was 
$203.000,000, but only. $85,000,000 was 
collected, of which $75,000,000 was sent 
to Isracl. 


No Immigration Restrictions 


The speakers at the conference included 
Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver, Mr. Berl 
Locker, Dr. Nahum Goldmann, Mr. 
Aubrey Eban, Mr. Justice Wilham 
Douglas. and Mr Pinkas, Israel 
Mimster of Commumications. 

Mr. Locker tried to-clear up the con- 
fusion caused by Mr. Ben-Gurion’s 
remarks in the Knesset last week on the 
question of selective immigration The 
Premer’s speech. Mr. Locker, had 
been mismterpreted. He had not meant to 
imply that no further funds were requrred 
for immigration Imnugration from 
‘““emergency countries” would not be 
limited. At least 120.000 newcomers were 
expected next year and the moncy must 
be provided by American Jews, he added. 

Mr. Edward Warburg. who was 
re-elected Chairman. outhned the follow- 
ing programme: the transfer to Israei of 
120.000 immigrants from Europe and 
Mosiem countres: the establishment of 
100 new settlements and the creation | 
25,000 auxiliary farm units; the continu- 
ation of rele! and wellare activities in 
Isracl. “Europe. North Afrca. and the 
Middle East: and the provision of assis- 
tance to newcomers arriving in the Unied 
Siates.

MORE WAR CRIMINALS

STORMS SWEEP ISRAEL: MA’*ABAROT FLOODED

JERUSALEM 

Thousands of inhabitants of ma abarot 
are homeless as 2 result of storms and a 
§&-mile-an-hour gale which — swept 
through Israel last week-end, uprooting 
tents and huts and flooding villages and 
camps. Many isolated villages, espe- 
ciatly those in Galilee, are running short 
of food, and supplies are being dropped 
by parachute. | 

Citrus groves in the coastal plain, and 
the banana crop at Sdot Yam, were 
badly damaged. In Jerusalem the fire 
brigade pumped water from flooded 
homes. In Tel Aviv 400 telephones went 
dead when power failed in many houses. 
And in the capital the storms were fol- 
lowed by snow. 

Treen helped to evacuate flooded 
immigrant camps in several areas: near 
Rehovot, hundreds of newcomers from 
two temporary camps had to be taken to 
safety. But the rains were welcomed by 
farmers in the northern Negev who have 
just ploughed — 1,000,000 dunams of 
abandoned wasicland. 

More damage was caused by heavy 


storms which swept the country on Tues- 
day. causing two deaths. One victim, 
Meir Bassman. who came from Briain, 
was drowned in the Wad: Amud He 
served in the Jewish Brigade and was 
to have been married Shortly: his 
fiancée was due to arrive in Israel next 
week. The other victim was Elbahu 
Morgenstein, of Herziiva, 

On Sunday, 400 immigrants from the 
ma'abarot at Rishon |-Zion, Ramataim, 
Ramat haSharon and Beer Yaacov—some 
of them are spending their second winter 
under canvas—demonstrated ouiside the 
Jewish Agency offices in Tel Aviv 
demanding new huts. According to the 
Jewish Agency, it will take at least a 
week to repair the damage, especially in 
flooded camps where drainage ditches 
have been destroyed. 

Much damage has been caused in the 
ma‘abarot in the Jerusalem corr'dor. 
When. with a rekef party, I visited the 
villages in this area we found the tele- 
phone lines down and the inhabitants 
completely cut off from the est of the 
country. Soldiers serving in the ma abarot 
had taken charge, provided shelter for the 
chi'dren in wooden huts. and distributed 


iron rations consisting of matzot, flour, 
sardmes, and egg powder. 

On Monday, troops and male inhab:- 
tants of the ma’abarot plodded through 
the mud to collect fresh bread from ten 
jeeps which had been unable to get 
through to the villages. 

In Northern Israel, cables our Haifa 
correspondent, thousands of newcomers 
are being evacuated from flooded transit 
camps. Troops and police are working 
without a break in an effort to save the 
belongings of inhabitants of flooded 
camps in the Zvulun_ coastal plain. 
Evacuees are being housed temporarily 
in public build'ngs and settlements, but 
if the rains continue the authorities may 
requisition dwellings in Ha‘fa. All 
activities at the port of Haifa have been 
suspended because of the weather. 

The weather forecast is——-more rain. 


According to reports from Amman, 
the storms caused much damage in the 
Arab refugee camps in Jordan. Nearly 
2,000 huts and tents are said to have 
been destroyed. Displaced refugees are 
being . housed. in mosques, cches, 
schools, and other buildings. 


MANY HURT IN 
HAIFA CLASH 


Police Remove Crews 
From Ships 


HAIFA 
Fifty-seven policemen and many 


civilians were injured in a two-hour 


battle in the business centre of Haifa 
last Friday, between police and 
several hundred demonstrators sup- 
porting the seamen’s strike who tried 
to reach the port area. 

The Haifa Labour Counci! has claimed 
that this was an attempt to capture the 
port by revived Palmach units. These 
illegal shock detachments. it alleged. 
were composed of Communists - and 
Mapam members of ‘settlements — in 
Galilee. 

The disturbances: followed police 
attempis to remove strikers from iwo 
ships—ihe Te! Aviv and the Rimon. The 
police used hoses from two tugs and 
several fire-fighting floats. For an hou: 
the Tel Aviv s crew had he better of 
the fight from their vantage point on the 
decks. Several! pol cemen and strikers 
were washed into the sea. But the police 
eventually boarded the shw and over- 
powered the crew Resistance on the 
Rimon also lasted an hour. 


Many Demonstrators Arrested 


Demonstrators in the port area then 
seized a loudspeaker car and cal'ed for 
public support against the police. Crowds 
threw stones ai a police ca Clashes 
followed. the pal ce USINE fire hoses and 
iruncheons, and making repeated baton 
charges 

Many. demonstrators were arrested. 
including girls from Mapam settlements. 
The atmosphere m Haifa is still tense 
. On Sunday, crowds held up traffic for 
an hour in ihe heart of Tel Aviv in a 
demonsiration against police mterventron 
in the seamen’s strike. Police kept aways 
from. .the demonstration.—(J.C. Corre 
spondent.and Reuter)

Conen (Birmingham), President of the 
Board, said that since he hmscelf served 
on the Inquiry Commitiee, he would 
vacate the chair, which was then 
occupied temporarily by Mr. B. JaANNer, 
M.P. (Leeds, United), a Vice-President. 

Before vacating the chair, Dr. Cohen 
asked leave to make a staiement on a 
matter which, he said, affected his 
personal honour. 


Mr. Levy’s Pamphiet 


On the Friday morning, he said, he 
received a second pamphict issued in the 
name of Mr. Arnold Levy. which he 
assumed had been distributed to all 
members of the Board. In the first 
paragraph there was a statement that the 
pamphiet which was prepared by his 
(Dr. Cohen's) colleagues and himself 
on the Committee of Inquiry, was 
“ printed and circulated at. the public 
expense. 

“I can only conclude.” said the 
President, “that those words were 
inserted to prejudice us in the mind of 
the reader by insinuating that we used 
public funds to carry out a personal 
purpose, viz.. a reply to Mr. Levys 
*‘ Observations, and we are therctore 
men who have lax ideas about the 
spending of public money. 

“I have not yet had an opportunity 
to consult my coleagues on what steps 
we should take to vindicate ourselves 
against this aspersion. But what | want 
to say here and now is that Mr. Levy's 
statememt is comp'ctely false. Not one 

any of public funds has been, or will 
be expended, directly or indirectly on 
the printing and circulation of our 
pamphiet.”’ 

Presenting the report of the Executive 
and the Law and Parhamentary Com- 
mittees. Mr. Reupsen LieperMan (Brigh- 
ton and Hove) said that the recommen- 
dations had to be dealt with as a whole. 
Thev could ether be adopted or rejected, 
but not amended. 

M: Lieberman stressed that those 
recommendations, which had been tabu- 
lated after careful consideration of the 
findings of the inquiry, the Law and 
Parliamemary Committee's report on the 
relations berween the Board and the 
T.A.C.. and Mr. Arnold Levy's “ Obser- 
vations. summarised, in fact, all the 
constructive suggestions which were con- 
tained in those reports. 


No “ Political Affiliations ~ 


While the first recommendation indi- 
cated a prince's’: of general agreement, 
namely. that the 7.A.C. should continue 
to exist, the next paragraph sought to 
affirm the principle that neither in fact 
nor in appearance was the T.A.-C. a 
body with political affiliations of any 
kind. and that having been “ under the 
auspices of the Board " it was answer- 
ab‘e to the Board. 

The words “ukimate control,” he 
added, indicated that the question of 
control was only likely (oO arise in maliers 
of major policy and did not imply day- 
to-day supervision, something which 
would not be practicable in the case of 
the T.A.C 

There had never been any doubt from 
the constitutional point oi view that the 
T.A.C. wou'd deal only with that aspect 
of Jewish defence work which concerned 
trade, Mr: Lieberman continued. Where 
the T.A.C. had tried to go outside those 
boundaries and to interfere in matiers 
which were the proper function of the 
Defence Committee. it had acted to the 
disadvantage and embarrassmem of that 
committee, 

Ihe question. had been raised whether 
it was desirable that the General Secre- 
tary of the T.A.C. should be a Member 
of Parliament. The representatives of 
the Board on the T.A.C. had been asked 
Oo take wp that matter as one of urgent 
importance, 

Mr. Lieberman concluded that the 
recommendations were unanimous, bu 
one member at least had imdicated his 
reservations on certain points, which he 
might raise at meeting. “If. 
as | hope, we agree,”” he sa’d, that 
the T.AC, should continue to function 
in the most effective manner, let us 
agree on this in the proper spirik.”

SAMUELS New Zealand) 


Stated that as AC. operated and 
collected its funds under the auspices of 
the Board, it was the Deputies’ responsi- 
bilty to the community to make sure 
that the T.A.C. was Properly conducted. 


He therefore moved the following 
resolution : 


“ That it is clearly affirmed that so long as 
the T.A.C. continues to be under the auspices 
of the Board, the Board has the right to make 
such inquiries as it thinks fit into the administra- 
tion and expenditure of the T.A.C.” 


Mr. Nevute Lasxi, K.C. (Hon. 
Member), who supported the resolution. 
appealed to the Board to adopt both 
the recommendations and Mr. Samue!s’s 
motion without further debate. 


T.A.C, Settles 500 Cases. 


Dr. N. Barou (T.A.C.) stated that 
despie the controversy the T.A.C. was 
continuing to do us work, and during 
the period since the inquiry had been 
announced it had settled 500 cases. 

Those who also spoke included Messrs. 
M. S#Lomovitz (Manchester, Lower 
Broughton), J. (Old Boys’ Asso- 
ciation), R. Freeman (Sunderland), 
F. Renton (Old Boys’ Club), Mrs. 
Ersie JaNNeR, J.P. (Newcastle upon 
Tyne, Jesmond), and Mr. L. BaksSTANSKY 
(Congregation of Jacob). 

Mr. Samuels’s resolution was then 
voted on and carried by 65 votes to 56 
The recommendairons were then 
adopied by 104 votes to 33. with 10 
abstentions.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


DREAMERS 


“ And it shall come to pass after- 
ward, that I will pour out My spirit 
upon all flesh; and your sons and 
your daughters shall prophesy, your 
old men shall dream dreams, your 


ar men shall see visions.” (Joel 
ili, 


CCOUNTS of dreams occur 
frequently in the Bible, and the 
Book of Genesis relates several. 

Inasmuch as they contained portents 
of the future they were regarded as 
the effect of Divine inspiration. In 
the post-Biblical period Jewish 
teachers treated dreams _ seriously. 
Maimonides held that they were a 
common medium through which God 
had communication with human 
beings (Guide II, 44), and much atten- 
tion was devoted to them by the Tal- 
mudical rabbis, 

In this connéction it is interesting 
to note how these rabbis anticipated 
modern psychological doctrine. The 
Statement in the Talmud, “A man is 
shown in his dream only the thoughts 
of his heart,” is the basis of the 
Freudian treatment of dreams, and it 
IS not impossible that it influenced 
the thought of the pioneer psycholo- 
gist. From this theory the rabbis 


drew an important deduction which 


they expressed in the dictum, “ Who- 
ever abides seven days without a 
dream is called evil.” 7 

On the hypothesis that dreaming is 
the effect of thinking, it followed that 
the absence of a dream during a whole 
week was an indication that the person 
was thoughtless. He did not occupy 
his mind with serious matters, and for 
that reason his nights were dreamless. 
He was completely absorbed in. his 
ordinary datly concerns, so that his 
thoughts did not soar upwards to a 
higher plane. 


BY contrast it is now customary to 

look with disdain upon dreamers. 
They are criticised by practical men 
aS Lufimenschen. Yet tistory teaches 
emphatically that dreamers have left 
a conspicuous mark upon human 
trends, because most movements of 
importance oOrigmated in a dream. 
Practical men are required to translate 
the vision into the actual, but the 
dreamer creates the idea without 
which nothing could be accomplished. 

How much the Jewish people owes 
to its dreamers! The patriarch Abra- 
ham was inspired by a visson of his 
descendants becoming a blessing to 
the human race. Moses dreamed of 
his enslaved. brethren freed from 
Egyptian servitude and constituted as 
‘a kingdom of priests and a hols 
nation.” Ihe Hebrew prophets 
indulged in dreams of a world rid of 
the evils which embittered existence. 
At this season of the year we recall 
an old priest, Mattathias, aglow with 
the dream of the Temple cleansed anc 
rededicated to the service of God, 
undeterred by the overwhelming might 
of the oppressor. Through. the long 
night of the Dispersion Jewry kept 
alive the vision of an __ Israel 
redeemed. 


Wii HOUT its visionaries the Jewish 
people could not have survived. 
And as we face the future we shail 
have need of dreamers. That was 
the message of the prophet Joel 
to the people of his day, and the 
message iS necessary in Our own time. 
The outlook for Jewry will be more 
assured when old and young become 
enthused through the working of the 
Divine spirit in their hearts. Com- 
placency and indifference will give 
way to dreams, which, in turn, will 
give rise to self-sacrificing activity. 
Not only to Israel is the prophet’s 
message addressed, but to “all flesh.” 
He looks forward to the time when 
all mankind will be © similarly 
influenced ; and never more than the 
present was it so vital that his words 
should be heeded. Realists think in 
terms of physical might for the 
preservation of the peace of the world 
and the avoidance of suicidal conflict. 
Dreamers, on the other hand, pin their 
faith to a change of heart and the 
dominion of — righteousness over 
peoples. They yearn for the fulfil- 


ment of the ancient prophecy, “ They 
shall not hurt nor destroy in all My 
holy mountain ; for the earth shall be 
full of knowledge of the Lord, as the 
waters cover the sea.” (Isaiah xi, 9.) 

In this dream lies the hope of salva- 
tion for mankind. 


A.JJ.A. AND CONTROL OF T.A.C, 
Approval of Deputies’ Proposals

The Anglo-Jewish Association, at 
their annual meeting held at 33, 
Seymour Place, W.1, on Sunday, fully 
endorsed recommendations, 
adopted at the Board of Deputies’ 
meeting earlier the same day, to ensure 
the “non-political” character of the 
Trades Advisory Council and that the 
major policies of the T.A.C. should 
in future be under the “ ultimate 
control” of the Board.

Ewen E. S. Montagu, C.B.E.. K.C., said 
that akhough the communal! scene had 
sctted down to a more normal pattern 
during the past year, a number prob- 
lems had caused great unres and con- 
cern. On the asset side was the: fact 
tha: the dissident congregations had now 
returned to the Board of Deputics—a 
happy event in the achievemem of which 
representatives of the A.J.A. played a 
pan which had been acknowledged as 
substantial. 

‘Foremost in their minds. in view of 
recem discussions, the Presidem went 
on. was the inquiry into the activities 
of the Trades Advisory Council. They 
fully endorsed the recommendations 
adopted at that mornine’s meeting of the 
Board of Deputies, which woud ensure 
hat the Board would in future exercise 
u ‘imate control over the affairs of the 
T.A.C. All were agreed that the T.A.C 
wou.d continue to render good service 
in. the future as it had. done in the past

AFFORESTATION IN 
ISRAEL 


J.N.F. Programme

Tet Aviv 

The planting of 6,000,000 trees, almost 
the same number as in the precedin 
year, is included in the J.N.F.'s 195. 
afforestation programme. Last years 
drought increased the percentage of 
failures above the normal and a consider- 
able number of replantings will have to 
be undertaken. 

From 1920 to the establishment of the 
State some 6,000,000 trees were planted, 
and it is to plant another 
50,000,000 in the next five years. Al 
present there are 76,000 dunams of 
forests in 150 centres. There are 3,000,000 
trees in Galilee, 5,000,000 in the — 
Zvulun, 3,000,000 in the Jerusalem-Te 
Aviv Corridor, and 3,500,000 in the Negev 
and other Southern districts. 3 

The J.N.F. employs about 6,000 imm:- 
grants in the work of afforestation. It has 
a number of nurseries scattered through- 
out the country where the seedlings are 
carefully nurtured and transplanted to 
forests when they are’a year old. At 
the Agricultural Research Station at 
Rehovot, and at a special Forestry 
Research Station at Ilanot, mainta'ned 
by the Government, extensive research 
and experiments are carried out. 

The Keren Kayemet now has complete 
control of the work of afforestation, and 
the Government restricts its afforestation 
work to the research stations and one or 
two nurserics,

MIAMI BOMBING

F.B.I. Inquiry Ordered

WASHINGTON 

The Federal Bureau of Investigation 
has been insirucied 1 inquire into the 
recent anti-Jewish bomb outrages in the 
Miami area and to ascertain whether 
these incidents violated Federal statutes.

He recalled that, in 1949, when 
he was a Senator, he introduced a Bill 
which would punish persons who 
damaged property for racial or religious 
reasons.

Its first task will be to determine how 
much—or how litie—remains to be 
recovered of the vast heirless Jewish 
property, both private and communal, in 
the French Zone. Unfortunately, since 
1946, under the terms of an earlier decree, 
4 German non-Jewish organisation has 
been engaged m recovering and distrrbut- 
ing all heirless property « could find in 
the Zone. This organisation is known to 
have acquired by far the greater part of 
heirless Jewish property and to have 
passed « on to German non-Jews who, 
under one pretext or another, claimed 
io be “ wictims of Naziem.” The new 
decree iS not retrospective. 

Whatever heirless Jewish property may 
have been overlooked by the Germans in 
the French Zone will henceforth be 
devoted by the new institution to the

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CHANUCAH 

AS we kindle the first light in the Menorah 
on Sunday evening we shall inaugurate the 
eight-day Festival of Chanucah. Again we 
shall be reminded of how the heroism of 
our Maccabean ancestors preserved the 
splendour of Judaism in a world of pagan 
darkness. Inspired by their example, we 
shall be encouraged to dedicate ourselves 
‘anew to the ideals of Jewish faith and 
practice. The victorious struggle of the 
Maccabees, symbolised by ever- 
increasing radiance that emanates from the 
Menorah, will strengthen us in our resolve 
to remain loyal to those religious traditions 
which are intended for the perpetual illumi- 
nation of Israel and mankind. Our Festival 
of Lights, beginning on Kislev 25, diffuses 
its bright glow over this chill season of 
mid-winter, It likewise pierces with a message 
of hope and good cheer the cloud of despon- 
dency and gloom that ‘has settled upon 
human affairs. 


At the present time the representatives of 
the nations are gathered together in Paris 
for the General Assembly of the United 
Nations. They are beset by a multitude of 
baffling problems, but the ultimate goal of 
their humanitarian endeavours was never 
more nobly expressed than in the Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights promulgated 
just three years ago. Last week the anniver- 
sary of the adoption of this Declaration was 
officially celebrated as Human Rights Day, 
and the purpose of its observance shows how 
relevant to present-day needs are the 
teachings of Chanucah. The Preamble to 
the Declaration states inter alia that “ recog- 
nition of the inherent dignity and of the 
equal and inalienable rights of all members 
of the human family is the foundation of 
freedom, justice, and peace in the world.” 
It affirms that “disregard and contempt for 
human rights have resulted in barbarous 
acts which have outraged the conscience of 
mankind,” and welcomes “the advent of .a 
workd in which human beings shall enjoy 
freedom of speech and belief and freedom 
from fear and want.” Furthermore, “ it is 
essential, if man is not to be compelled to 
have recourse, as a last resort, to rebellion 
against tyranny and oppression, that human 
rights should be protected by the rule of 
law.” In this faith the States signing the 
Declaration pledged themselves to achieve 
the promotion of universal respect for and 
observance of human rights and fundamen- 
tal freedoms. 


This document provides*a remarkable 
commentary upon the events recorded in 
the Books of the Maccabees. It should 
never be forgotten that, 21 centuries ago, 
it was the small band of .Maccabees who 
preserved these rights and freedoms from 
extinction and enabled them to be trans- 
mitted to succeeding generations of man- 
kind. Those who truly appreciate the lesson 
of this Festival will constantly strive to 
promote the ideals which it bids us cherish. 
It is therefore good to know that Jews are 
taking their part in the efforts now going 
iorward to make the Human Rights 
Declaration a living reality, 

Last week's anniversary was commemor- 
ated by celebrations in all schools, since it 
is recognised that knowledge and under- 
standing of those principles and their 
practical application must begin during 
childhood. A special children’s version of 
the Declaration was formulated, and three 
of its articles read as follows, in this 
simplified, everyday language: ‘In this 
world, all persons are like brothers and 

sisters in a family; so you should be kind, 
friendly, and polite to others.... Your 


rights have nothing to do with your riches, 
family, religion, sex, colour, or political 
beliefs... . You have the right to live in 
a quiet, happy world where all these rights 
can be had.” 


The implication of these simple yet moving 
words should prove an additional incentive 
to this year’s observance of Jewish Child's 
Day on the Seventh Day of Chanucah (Sun- 
day, December 30). British Jewry may 
take pride in the fact that this Day was 
originally started here in 1947, and that it 
is now celebrated in Israel, in Australia, New 
Zealand, and South Africa, on the Con- 
tinent, a in the USA. It unites all 
sections of the community in the service 
of necessitous Jewish children at home and 
overseas. In particular, the happy Jewish 
children of this country are given the oppor- 
tunity and privilege of personally helping 
their less fortunate little brothers and sisters. 
Collections and gatherings for raising funds 


are everywhere being arranged through the 
agency of schools and classes, youth clubs, . 


synagogue organisations, ladies’ guilds and 
societies, and trade organisations. Chanucah 


‘is essentially a festival of the home, and 


every celebration in the domestic circle 
should include an effort on behalf of this 
cause. Half of the proceeds will go to 
Youth Aliyah, and half to other Jewish 
organisations which lovingly care for 
thousands of suffering children. By respond- 
ing generously to this appeal we shall be 
able to bring into these children’s lives the 
true brightness and laughter’ of this festive 
season. 


GOOD SENSE 


THE decision of the Board of Deputies with 


respect to the Report of the Committee of 
Inquiry into the Trades Advisory Council 
was a significant victory for moderation and 
good sense. Out of the joint labours of the 
Executive and Law and Parliamentary Com- 
mittees there emerged no recommendation 
that the Report be adopted, nor even one that 
it be received, On the other hand, though 
many Deputies must have felt that way, the 
challenge of confidence through a motion 
that the Report be rejected was not raised 
either. The Board was merely asked to 
“note ” the Report and to adopt a series of 
resolutions designed to make clear, beyond 
the possibility. of misconception, the Board's 
authority over the T.A.C. Their effect was 
tightened up through the acceptance by a 
small majority of an amendment moved by 
Mr. Harry SamMuers. The spirit of the pro- 
ceedings was helped by the fact that Dr. 
COHEN, the Président, who had acted as 
Chairman of the Inquiry Committee, promptly 
yielded the chair during this discussion to 
Mr. BARNETT JANNER, who had little difficulty 
in securing the maintenance of a commend- 
able level of discussion. In a personal state- 
ment, Dr. COHEN was at pains to point out 
that he had joined the Committee of Inquiry 
out of a sense of public duty, Such an assur- 
ance was rendered. unnecessary by Dr. 
COHEN'S Own record, as well as by the fact 
that it was not on that score that criticism 
had been levelled. What we questioned was 
not the integrity but the wisdom of his action, 
and no one reading the exchanges evoked by 
the nature of the Report to which he put his 
name could doubt the validity of that 
criticism. 


The stand taken by the Board does not 
involve the closing of the Trades Advisory 
Council as a separate organisation and the 
transfer of its functions to a sub-committee 
of the Board of Deputies. That is a course 
which some Deputies would have been pre- 
pared to advocate, but they were ready to 
allow ultimates to give way to useful and 
more readily attainable objectives: the 
regularisation of the status of the T.A.C. and 
the vesting in the Board of as effective a 
measure of control as it deems desirable. If 
the Honorary Officers of the Board have the 
strength to see that they are properly 
implemented, these arrangements should 
minimise the possibility of a renewal of the 
questionings which led to the present inquiry. 
And even if the T.A.C. is not wound up, it 
should be possible to remove any suggestion 
that organisation on a basis of trade and 
finance is achieving a prominence which the 
character of the Anglo-Jewish community 
makes quite unwarranted. The T.A.C. has

UNIVERSITY STUDENTS 


DurRInG the coming week-end, the Inter- 
University Jewish Federation meets in 
London for its 31st annual conference. The 
Federation has developed through the years 
with the growth of the universities on a 
more democratic basis and with the increas- 
ing number of Jews receiving a university 
education. To-day there are more than 20 
affiliated university Jewish societies, com- 
posed of several thousand Jewish students. 
It may rightly be expected that the future 
leadership of Anglo-Jewry will largely be 
their ranks. The Jewish 
education of these students must come not 
only from the home. and local community 
but also be strengthened through the 
medium of scholarship and intellectual 
pursuits. For this reason special importance 
attaches to the varied cultural activities of 
the local societies, with their lectures, 
debates, and discussion groups. These local 
societies are co-ordinated by the LU.J.F., 
which provides opportunities at its annual 
conferences for Jews from the British and 
Irish Universities to take counsel together. 
Moreover, by means of week-end and 
vacation schools held in different university 


towns, students meet to consider a variety 


of subjects, such as Jewish religion, history, 
sociology, law, or art. The Federation's sum- 
mer school is particularly valuable in its influ- 
ence. Its publications are widely read, while 
the Foreign Department and the World Union 
of Jewish Students keep in touch with 
foreign universities. Through the Federa- 
tion's University Zionist Council, students 
are informed of the problems facing Israel, 
and many of them are enabled to visit the 
country on specially organised tours. Those 
who intend to emigrate are encouraged by 
the aliya groups in the different universities, 
and many former members have already 
trained and qualified for service in the 
State of Israel. It may be hoped that the 
forthcoming conference will successfully 
forward the valuable and creative work 
which the Federation has been undertaking 
for over a quarter of a century. 


FRIENDSHIP CLUBS 


ONE particular aspect of the establishment 
of the Welfare State has been the need it has 
shown for the provision of welfare facilities 
for the aged. In this sphere, moreover, the 
importance of the contribution that must 
be made by voluntary endeavour has become 
generaliy recognised. The respect that our 
religious traditions enjoin for the loving care 
of the aged obviously placed a special 
responsibility upon the Jewish community, 
and the desirability of carefully co-ordinated 
effort soon became apparent. Over two 
years ago the League of Jewish Women, in 
association with the Welfare Committee of 
the United Synagogue, undertook to sponsor 
the work of establishing and running clubs 
for old people (to be known as Friendship 
Clubs). Under energetic leadership, this 
movement has prospered, and there are now 
23 clubs in London and the provinces, 
with a membership of about 2,500. The 
spirit animating the workers for this cause 
was well expressed at the opening of the 
Westcliff Friendship Club, when its purpose 
was defined as that of bringing happiness to 
the large number of lonely Jewish people 
in the district. “ The old folk do not want 
to spend all their time as baby-sitters in the 
homes of their children,” explained the 
Chairman on that occasion. And the truth 
of this statement is finely exemplified by 
reports about the sprightly activities of the 
elderly which have appeared in this paper 
in the past few weeks. In our news columns 
last week we recorded the opening of the latest 
Friendship Club, at Highgate, and reports of 
anniversary gatherings of the Cricklewood. 
Hackney, and Brondesbury and Willesden 
Clubs have also appeared recently. At the 
last-named, the Mayor of Willesden. Alder- 
man F. T. Evans, J.P., said that it was the 
intention of the Borough to open an Old 
Folks’ Club on the admirable model of the 
local Jewish Friendship Club. This is 
gratifying tribute to the success achieved by ' 
the devoted supporters of this work.

ETHICAL DUTIES .-

GREEK LITERATURE 
MAPS. By Leos 
Simon. Jerusalem: Hebrew University. 
Reviewed by ESRA SHERESHE!HSAY 


This collection of essays seeks to emphasise the 
existence and development of the ethical and re!:- 
gious ideas expressed in Greek literature rather 
than to prove merely the beauty of Japhet (Greece). 
Just as ethics and religion are no monopoly of the 
original Jewish mind, so the sense of linguistic and 
poetical beauty is not exclusively the possession o! 
Hellas. Both are to be found in each culture. 
Homer is shown to have begun the developmen! 
from polytheism towards a kind of ethical mono- 
theism. The author lays special emphasis on the 
ethical and religious ideas of the three great 
tragedians, Aeschylus, Sophocles, and Eurispides. 
The final essay dealS with the development of the 
ancient Greek novel, of which only a very few 
examples have survived. 

Written in perfect Hebrew, this work is mtended 
for the many young students in Israc! who have had 
little or no opportunity of making themselves 
acquainted with Greek literature and its spint: for 
Greek is not a school subject in Isracl. In this 
respect the book could not have more fincly 
achieved its purpose. Its particular approach to 
the works of the great Greek writers is bound to 
arouse imerest and stimulate a closer knowledgc 
and study of Greek literature and culture. However. 
the average Hebrew reader, for whom also this 
book is destined, that is one who does not belong 
to the students’ world, might miss certian 
parallelisms with or divergences from our own 
teachings. One could wish that the author had 
devoted more time and space to demonstrating and 
elucidating the reaction of the Jewish mind to the 
ethical and religious ideas embodied in Greek 


literature ; this aspect derives importance from the 
very fact that his studies are written in Hebrew. 
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through the story of Chanucah.

prominent one; but that has been 
allied to a secular element of less 
importance, with which it 
entwined almost at the very origin of 
the festival. This constitutes, in a 
sense, the uniqueness of Chanucah. 
One of the results of this dual nature 
is that the festival can be celebrated 
by the non-religious Jew with a 
fervour and zeal not less than that 
exhibited in its observance throughout 
the centuries by the pious and devout. 
Indeed, in the reborn Israel, already 
assuming the bizarre pattern of the 
secular and the holy strangely inter- 
woven, Chanucah emerges anew as 
the festival equally shared and cele- 
brated by all classes and sections of 
the populace—a distinction not yet 
enjoyed by any other festival. 


Stamp of Duality 


The search for a reason takes us 
back to olden days, to the times of 
the Maccabees. The events out of 
which the festival was born and, in 
particular, the valuation given to those 
events by succeeding generations, 
already bear unmistakably the stamp 
of duality. The struggle of the 
Maccabees, as related in full detail 
in the Apocryphal books and by 
Josephus, was, first and foremost, the 
struggle of a people against the 
tyranny and oppression of foreign 
rule. ht was a national rebellion. As 
such, # has, of course, a resemblance 
to many other national risings against 
alien domination, of which history 
speaks. What, however, makes the 
Maccabean wars stand out from most 
other national struggles, giving them 
almost a unique position in the history 
of the ancients, is the fact that their 
mainsprings were not only secular and 
political but, above all, spiritual and 
religious. . The chief characteristic 
was not that of a nation struggling 
for its independence and freedom but 
rather of a culture rising against 


domination by another culture that 
threatened tooverwhelm and destroy it. 
__ it was an awesome clash of powerful 
ideas that took the strange shape here 
of a mighty clash of arms. In reality, 
Hellas was pitted against Israel, 
Hellenism against Judaism. This was 
a new kind of warfare, one to which 
the annals of history bore as yet no 
witness. Indeed, to find is parallel 
we have to come to our own days, 
when the conflict between nations has 
again become one of ideologies rather 
than of real national interests. Bear- 
ing in mind that the culture then at 
Stake enshrined the twin ideas of the 
unity of God and the brotherhood of 
man-—ideas which later fructified into 
the three major religions of the world 
—tt is not surprising that the events 
connected with Chanucah gradually 
shed their exclusively national charac- 
ter and became events of universal 
import, a_ significance which they 
retain to this day. 

A universal and spiritual signifi- 
cance attached itself to the events of 
Chanucah not least because of the 
time in history in which they occurred. 

second century B8.C.F. witnessed 
a profound transformation in the 
political and cultural structure of the 
civilised world. The wide empire of 
which Alexander the Great had 
dreamt two centuries before, and which 
was to bring all mankind under Greek 
hegemony, needed only the untimely 
death of its founder to fall apart into 
bewildered fragments. During the 


internecine wars of his many succes- 


sors, which filled the. third century, 
nascent Rome saw its chance not only 
to conquer the whole of the Italian 
peninsula but also to make itself, by 
a series of- famous wars, the undis- 
puted Mistress of the West. Its 
tentacles were spread far when 
Antiochus Epiphanes exerted his puny 
effort to rival it in the East. 

But while Greece lay disconsolate, 
a broken prey to its inferior offspring, 
the ideas to which it had given birth 
had carried the Alexandrian dream 
almost to complete realisation. In

the realm of culture and of the spirit, 
Hellas was supreme. By the middle 
of the second century =.c.e., when the 
Maccabean story opened, Hellenism 
had conquered the Roman  con- 
querors, and through the many Greek 
colonies had carried its ideas to the 
furthermost corners of the known 
world. It was a highly developed 
culture, based on a deep philosophy 
of life. But the core was paganism ; 
the base, agnosticism. If it had con- 
quered in the realm of the spirit it 
would have spelt man's eternal doom. 


Judaism versus Hellenism 


Against Hellenism the spiritual might 
of Judaism was pitted. 
Within Israel a transformation similar 
to that of the fortunes of Greece had 
been taking place, albeit on a much 
smaller scale. While the nation was 
in the grip of a process of slow 
political disintegration, its unique 
culture was experiencing the zenith 
of its development. The Jewish com- 
munity in Israel, laboriously resettled 
in the reign of Cyrus and precariously 
maintained since, had not carried its 
national rehabilitation far before it 
was caught in the vice between war- 
ring empires that meant the end of its 
political independence. The days of 
the State were now numbered, The 
fate that befell and destroyed the 
small kingdoms of the East would 
hardly be called to a halt at the 
Judean borders. Israci was nearing 
its political fall. But in the three 
cemuries since Ezra and Nehemiah 
there had grown up-and npened in 
Israel something of far greater historic 
importance than the political State. 
Judaism had risen to complete 
fruition. A universal religion, as dis- 
tinct from a national creed, had taken 
the field, a religion capable of becom- 
ing a world religion and a philosophy 
of life for all mankind. 
Simultaneously with laying the new 
foundations of the Jewish State, Ezra

and Nehemiah, some three centuries 
before, had also called into being the 
institution of the Great Assembly, 
taking the Torah out of the keeping 
of the priests and placing it in the 
hands of the people, ied by the 
Soferim (Scribes). We know very little 
of the history of this great institution. 
We can judge, however, the immen- 
sity of its historic work by its results. 
When the Anshei Knesset Hagedola 
had completed their task, Judaism was 
there, fully absorbed into the life of 
the people; Judaism not as a tribal 
or even national religion, but as a 
universal creed capable of embracing 
all nations, with the Bible as its core, 
the Oral Law as its garment, and the 
elaborate system of Mitzvot as the 
potential eternal mainstay of a world 
people. Thus, while the community 
in israel continued to constitute an 
insignificant political unit, something 
there had risen to full stature that 
could dare to pit itself against the 
spiritual and cultural might of the 
Greeks. A _ serious rival had arisen 
to the Testament of Hellas. 

In this social and cultural setting the 
wars of the Maccabees were fought— 
and won. The warfare was still of 
the old conventional type, though with 
the novel touch of guerrilla by parti- 
sans, demanding from the Jews extra- 
ordinary valour, skill, resourcefulness, 
and courage bordering on the miracu- 
lous. But at the base of the whole 
struggle, and transcending it, was the 
clash of cultures, the inexorable battle 
of the spirit between Judea and Hellas. 
Hence, the butt of the attack by the 
Syrians was not primarily military 
and political, but spiritual and reli- 
A sorry tale is told. After the 
statue of the pagan god was set up 
in the Holy Temple of Jerusalem, 
heathen sacrifices were offered on 
what had been the altar of the One 
God. The Temple was filled with 
riot and revelling: within the sacred 
precincts men dallied with harlots; 
swines’ blood was poured on the altar. 
It was unlawful for any Jew to keep 
the Sabbath and festivals ordained in

i Light; in mid-winter, is perhaps 

the one Jewish Festival that has 
gained rather than lost in universal 
recognition during recent years. If 
this fact is interpreted as meaning that 
the surrounding Christian influence 
makes itself felt, one can reply that, 
after all, Chanucah is older than 
Christmas, and the Jewish light sym- 
bolism may have easily influenced the 
Christian development. 

In fact, the illuminated tree may be 
not entirely due to “ Nordfc” inspira- 
tion. For the Jews’ Chanucah repre- 
sents the Festival of Light. It should 
be remembered that the Menorah of 
the Temple, the lamp-stand = with 
seven lights, reflecting, presumably, 
ancient cosmic beliefs in God as 
ruler of the planets and therefore of 
fate, is the inspiration of the most 
popular type of the Chanucah lamp- 
stand (Fig. 1) leading from cosmic 
symbolism to an historical interpre- 
tation of religion, 

The unique contribution of — the 
Jews as the people of history cannot 
be more strongly stressed than by a 
festival celebrating the rededication 
of the Temple by the Maccabees 
after its defilement by the Syrians in 
167 p.c.e. For the Jews history repre- 
sents the sanction of God. And so 
Chanucah, which commemorates an 
historical event, is indeed a Jewish 
festival in a very special sense. 

The Menorah with its eight lights 
commemorates the miracle of the one 
drop of oil lasting eight days, and it 
should therefore be borne in mind 
that the Chanucah Menorah should

present writer has urged this point on 
a variety of artists.

The repressed exuberance of the 
Jews can be clearly traced, when com- 
paring ancient representations of the 
Chanucah Menorah with the ones 
giving a festive light to the homes of 


the Jews, sanging from Sicily to 
Poland, and-. from Morocco to 
England. Starting with simple forms 


(Fig. 2), further developments take in 
more and more elements of popular 
tradition. and folk art, including 
animals, flowers, and ornaments of all 
kinds, wrought in precious metals. 
(Fig. 3, 4.) The goldsmiths and silver- 
smiths executing these works were 
usually Jews, the section of the popu- 
lation which kept alive and expressed 
the longing of an oppressed people 
for light and. splendour. 

Even now’ the Menorah of 


Chanucah has retained its importance, 
relating the prayers of the home to. 
synagogue worship, and stressing a 
joyfulness which appeals to young and

the Terah, or to profess himself at 
all to be a Jew. Torah scrolls were 
rem im pieces and burnt ; their owners 
were put to death. Parents who 
circumcised their children were cast 
headlong from the city walls. The 
whole aim was to destroy Judaism, in 
which Hellenism had now come to 
recognise its only serious rival. 

When the victories of the Has- 
moneans were proved to be the 
victories of Judaism, Chanucah came 
into being. It should be borne in mind 
that the events of Chanucah formed 
the last epic story of Israel to give rise 
to a festival. This could no longer be 
done by the strength of the national 
Epos alone. Only when that became 
allied to the universal religious con- 
sciousness was the festival born. 
Though it was no longer possible for 
events such as the Maccabean wars to 
earn themselves a sacred place in Holy 
Writ—theirr story having been told 
when. the Biblical Canon was already 
completed and sealed-——so crucial were 
they for the saving of Judaism that 
out of the people themselves forces 
grew sufficiently strong to turn the 
memory of these events into a national 
and religious festival for all time. 


Spiritual Significance 


It may be safely assumed that the 
full spiritual evaluation of the events 
of Chanucah came much later than 
their national assessment. Only when 
the State. after a temporary upsurge 
of worldly power under the early 
Hasmonean kings. was _ rapidly 
approaching its final phase, did their 
spiritual significance really begin to 
impress itself upon the people. To- 
gether with this realisation there is 
also to be noted a significant shift of 
emphasis. The heroic deeds of the 
Maccabees begin to give way to 
miraculous tales of a purely religious 
and ritualistic type, to account for the 
festival. In this way the story of the 
miracle of the cruse of oil came into 
prominence, an event not even men- 
tioned in the ancient liturgical com- 


position for Chanucah 5y). 
And when the Talmud (T. Sabbath, 
21b), some three hundred years after 
the event, takes up the discussion of 
Chanucah, it can only ask, rather sur- 
prisingly ? "NO The answer 


given is even more significant. The 
glorious military feats of the Has- 
moneans are dismissed briefly. and 


only the miracle of the oil is given as 
the reason for the observance of 
Chanucah. The cruse of oil, bearing 
the stamp of true holiness, which 
miraculously keeps alight beyond the 
natural time, was to the rabbis an apt 
symbol of Judaism, a still dim light 
that, slowly increasing, would one day 
illumine the whole civilised world. 

The dual character of Chanucah is 
the secret of the festival's perennial 
Ata 
time when Israel is again assuming its 
full national stature, the spiritual 
Strains of Chariucah must not be 
missed. While its call for the regenera- 
tion of the nation is unmistakable, it 
also summons the people to spiritual 
rededication. As the rabbis of old have 
The light that was kindled wishin the 
people must goontoillumine the world 
outside. Judaism has- not yet spent 
its ability to constitute, in the words 
of Isaiah, “a light unto the nations.” 
National rehabilitation 


must always 
be allied to. spiritual regeneration.

JEWISH WOMEN AND 
EDUCATION

Anglo-Jewish Contributions to the 
Education Movement for Women in the 
Nineteenth Century ” was the subject of 
an address by Miss Stella Wills to the 
Jewish Historical Society of England, on 
Tuesday, at 33, Seymour Place, W. Mr.

She was 
among the first women to be selected to 
address the Social Science Congress in 
1859. She also founded the Bradford

Scfardi community of 
Manchesier). The majority came from 
Manchester, five came from Liverpool 


{or to be precise Merseyside, the preséni 


writer then represeniing Wallascy, on \he 
Cheshire side of the Mersey) and Liver- 
pool Deputies liked, after the results. to 
dwell on the significant number five. 
whele others came from Lancashire arcas 
beyond Manchester and Salford and the 
Borough of Stockport on the Cheshire 
bank Gi the Mersey m its Mancunian 


area. 

When success is achieved it is but 
natural that there are many claimants 
towards its contrbution, but none | 
think can gainsay the effective voting pari 
played by the Lancashire and Cheshre 
Deputies. Yet when it is recalled thai 
the three speakers named above were al! 
associated with this group it is only fa 
to coneede that the effective contribution 
was not merely in the sphere of vote. 
however conclusive the latier process was 
for the securing of the majority.

DR. SCHACHT IN ISRAEL 


To the Editor of Tue JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sin.—I have read with dismay the 
report on the recept'on accorded to Dr. 
Schacht at Lydda airport. Just to refresh 
our. memories, it may be approprmate to 
look for a moment into the past record of 
this distinguished visitor, 

Perhaps it is not generally known that 
Schacht played an extremely important 
part in helping the Nazis to seize power. 
He was instrumental in 
in 1932, the so-called “ Harzbuiger 
Front,’ the purpose of which was to 
finish off the pre-Nazi (Constitutional) 
German Government with the heip of 
Hitler's thugs, of the big industrialists, 
and of those German Nationabst parties 
which, before then, had kept away from 


the Nazis. When these intrigues: were 
crowned with success in 1933. Schacht 
took over the Reichsbank and. imme- 


diately assumed responsibility for finan- 
cing the huge armameni programme for 
Hitler's war of aggression. 

There was another ficld of Schacht’'s 
activities, however, not perhaps entirely 
unconnected with war finance, namely 
the mulcting of Jews. The procedure 
adopted was that first the Gestapo and 
the Nazi Exchequer robbed the Jews of 
a Substantial part of their belongings. 
Whatever little was left then came under 
the management of Schacht’s Reichsbank, 
which employed blackmailing methods of 
ts own to complete the process of 
robbery. 

At the interview in Lydda, Schacht is 
reported to have declared: ‘ Germany 
cannot pay.” This is not a new idea 
really, as all the time between 1933 and 
1939 while the rearmament programme 
and the dispossession of the Jews was 
gong on, Schacht’s war cry was 
“Germany cannot pay.” Perhaps it is 
for this reason that he became known 
as the “ financial wizard.” Anyway, at 
this moment even Adenauer offers to pay 
something as a token of restitution but 
Schacht says “Germany cannot pay.” 
In my opinion, he should not have had 
a chance to say anything at all in Lydda, 
and a more dignified way should have 
been found of entertaining him during his 
Siay on Israch soil. Perhaps the showing 
of documentary films of Auschwitz and 
Belsen, or of a record of the Reichsbank 
im the process of minting some of the 
gold taken from the teeth of those Jews 
who, alas, are unable to sign the 
Distinguished Visitors’ Book at Lydda, 
might have been more suitable to the 
occasion.

their expense and in a place of their 
choosing. 

There is oné memorial accessible to 
every Jew without a pilgrimage to the 
ville de lumiére. Nt can be found on 
page of Singer's Prayer Book. This 
prayer of SOOM SN was found, written 
by an unknown hand, on the almemar 
of the Worms Synagogue after the mas- 
sacres of 1096. Ever since, itt has been 
recited in synagogues of the Ashkenazi 
rite, according to that prevailing in this 
country, on every ordinary Sabbath and 
also aS part of the Haskarah services on 
festivals. has, rather thoughtlessly, 
been discarded in many of our syna- 
gogues; and in the others it is usually 
said in a perfunctory manner. Let then 
this wonderful prayer, replete with the 
tears and memories of our martyrs of so 
many centuries, be chanted revercnily 
and intently by congregation and 
chazan on the occasions mentioned and 


let Jews and Jewesses, if for no other 
reason, attend these services regularly as 
a tribute to the martyred dead of our 
generation.

Surely, the short answer to your con- 
tributo: is given by herself when she 
admats that “ the every day conversations 
of Jewish hfe evoke. «hen reproduced in 
a comic act, appreciative laughter from 
Jewish audiences." Does she suggest that

What other test is there of whether an 
act is funny or not? And to ask. as she 


. does, “ Would the same people laugh in
